George Fox College Quakers 
traveled to Klamath Falls on 
the 19th of October where they 
encountered the OTI Owls. 
With Bob Battle, OTI's 215 
pound fullback carrying the 
brunt of the running attack and 
quarterback Butch Smith fur- 
nished the throwing arm, the 
Owls handled the Quaker team, 
39-0. 

The Quakers' offense could 
put together only one sustained 
drive. In the third quarter they 
took the ball on their own 19 
and ground it out to the Owl's 
five. 

Steve Molier was leading 
ground gainer for the Quakers 
with 64 yards in 10 carries. He 
accounted for about half of the 
Quakers 117 yards total of- 
fense. 



Offensively the Quakers are 
steadily improving. Steve Mol- 
ier is improving with every 
game and has been a major 
ground gainer. Last game saw 
Steve run over half of the dis- 
tance of the field on a quick 
opener to score, and he narrow- 
ly missed running back the op- 
ening kickoff. End Perry Kim- 
berly is another particularly 
bright spot, both on offense and 
defense. 

The defense of the Quakers 
seems to be rough and ready. 
They held TV to 6 points and 
displayed several goal line 
stands. Defensive captain John 
Bishop and his crew are as 
ready as ever and a good show- 
ing is expected from this hard- 
hitting squad. 

Linemen Roy McConaughey, 
John Bishop, Fred Neumann 
Bill Carstens and Wes Pfelfer 
all seem to he feeling eager and 
hungry for this game. It prom- 
ises to be a battle all the way 
with both offensive and defen- 
sive units clicking. 

The more support the team 
has behind it the better it will 
perform. Spectators and fans 
are urged to add some spirit 
and support to the team's ef- 
forts.
